The bird reprefented on the prefent plate is one 
of the moft beautiful of its tribe: its fize is egual 
to that of a turtle: it is called the ground parrot, 
from its rarely perching on trees, but being gene- 
rally feen on the ground, efpecially in fedgy and 
rufhy places, running along in the manner of a rail. 
It is a native of Auftralafia. 
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
